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Another Kind of Music — 24 minutes, color 
Dave, a Jamaican, introduces Terry, a drummer, 
to Reggae” and they become friends. When 
Dave’s peers reject Terry because he is white, 
Dave stands up for him — only to be disap- 
pointed when Terry does not back him up the 
same way in similar circumstances. Both boys 
ultimately gain insight into both friendship and 
the meaning of prejudice and decide to form 
their own “rock band” using the “Reggae” beat. 
Scenes of “Caribanna” carnival and the contem- 
porary sound of ‘‘Reggae” makes for enjoyable, 
thought-provoking viewing. 


Balablok — 8 minutes, color 

Here is an animated replay of the human 
comedy as amusing in its perception as in the 
way it caricatures man’s propensity to resort to 
violence rather than reason. The whole arena of 
conflict is reduced to its simplest dimensions — 
cubes and balls representing opposing pro- 
tagonists. Why they fight and what happens 
after the battle is a parody of human nature. A 
film without commentary. 


Be a Good Boy Now: A Story of Displacement — 
35 minutes, color. 

This is a second version of the videotape of the 
same name. As in the videotape we see Rowan 
Martin’s mother discuss her reason for leaving 
Jamaica and how she has worked to build a new 
home for him. Then we see Rowan in his home 
setting in Jamaica and gain an appreciation for 
his life there. He speaks of his hopes and fears 
associated with emigrating to Canada, a new and 
strange country. In this version we also see and 
hear a Jamaican-youth in Canada relate his ex- 
periences which contrast with the hopeful ex- 
pectations of Rowan and present a less op- 


timistic picture of the realistic problems faced 
by West Indian immigrants. (See also videotapes, 
Page15.) 


Between Two Worlds — 19 minutes color. 

A look at the problem of culture shock as faced 
by young immigrant students. Explores, through 
a series of on-and-off screen interviews the diffi- 
culties that children face when moving from 
their home country to Canada. This film was pro- 
duced as a class project by a teacher (Linda 
Schuyler, producer) and the students of Earl 
Grey Senior School. 


Black History: Lost, Stolen or Strayed — 54 
minutes, color. 

Bill Cosby shows that Black people have made a 
considerable contribution to the development 
and wealth of North America. This film shows 
how this contribution is ignored in the history 
taught in North America. Two reels; the first one 
only may be used quite effectively. High school, 
adult. 


Booboo Monster Enters a Beauty Contest — 15 
minutes, color 

Bill Cleary tells a story in rhyme of the silly green 
Booboo monster. When the Governor proposes a 
contest for monsters who match the colors of 
flowers, Booboo discovers there is no green 
flower for him. He does some ridiculous things 
to try to change his color, including lying in the 
sun to turn black to match a beautiful black 
orchid. Booboo loses the contest, but his wise 
wife reminds him that color doesn’t matter — 
we’re all the same inside. 


Born Black — 58 minutes, black and white and 
color. 

Some history, with a discussion of Black atti- 
tudes, problems, etc. Previewing recommended. 


Boundary Lines — 11 minutes, color 

Using animated cartoons and music, the film 
satirizes man’s intolerance to man. Ridicules the 
tendency of people to draw lines setting apart 
fellow men because of superficial differences in 
skin color, origin, wealth, or poverty. 


Bubbie — 11 minutes, color. 

A portrait by the film maker of his grandmother. 
Ninety-six years old, Sarah Salsberg talks about 
herself, her feelings about life and people, as 
well as memories of her experiences as an im- 
migrant from Eastern Europe, coming to Canada 
and settling in Toronto in the early nineteen hun- 
dreds. This film deals with a part of recent Cana- 
dian history from a first person viewpoint and ex- 
amines some of the values which are very much 
a part of Sarah Salsberg’s cultural and religious 
background. 


A Chairy Tale — 10 minutes, black and white 

A fairy tale in the modern manner, told without 
words, by film artist Norman McLaren. In the 
film a chair that declines to be sat upon anda 
young man perform a sort of pas de deux The 
young man takes the chair for granted; the chair 
resents this. The two interact bringing an 
awareness to the young man of the chair’s feel- 
ings. The musical accompaniment in this 
allegory is by India’s Ravi Shankar. 


City Limits — 28:45 minutes, color. 
A forthright, critical analysis of the problems of 
North American cities by Jane Jacobs. 


Dad and Me — 11 minutes, color. 
Relationships of members of a middle-class 
Black family are portrayed in an understated 
film which is aimed primarily at elementary 
school children. 


Education for Freedom Series 

© “Do You See What I See?” 30 minutes, color. 
Presents an introduction to Paulo Freire’s 
philosophy of education (Pedagogy of the Op- 
pressed) as it originated and developed in 
poverty-stricken northeast Brazil. This film deals 
with the application of the philosophy to the illi- 
terate, destitute Brazilian peasant. The film also 
shows how perceptions vary according to the in- 
dividual’s background and previous experiences. 


e “Name Your Own World” 30 minutes, color. 
Applies Paulo Freire’s philosophy of education 
to various levels of society. It focuses on the 
viewer's ability to examine his often puzzling 


life situation to perceive it as an objective prob- 
lematic situation and to act and change things. 


Enemy Alien — 27 minutes, color. 

An accounting of the Japanese forced relocation 
during World War II. The films’ strength is in its 
understated portrayal of the events. Interviews 
with Japanese citizens who went through the 
ordeal are featured. High school, adult. 


Eye of the Storm — 28 minutes, color. 

A midwestern community with no Blacks, no 
ghettos and no campuses, is the setting fora 
dramatic classroom experiment. A third grade 
teacher induces racial prejudice in her class. 
Children are divided into “haves” (smart) and 
“have-nots” (stupid) on criteria of eye and hair 
color. The reactions of the children are radically 
different as they are exposed to the two ex- 
periences. 


Four Portraits — 28 minutes, color 

Four families — all new Canadians; their prob- 
lems are as diverse as the different parts of the 
world they come from. But they share in the 
upheavals of emigration: loss of financial secur- 
ity, language barriers, cultural and climatic 
shock, and even the possibility of discrimination. 
A Chilean family came as political refugees. A 
24-year old Sikh joined his wife in Vancouver. An 
Antiguan family came for a better life. A Russian 
dance master has established a school in Mon- 
treal. These families came with nothing but their 
education, values, willingness to work, anda 


strong conviction that their future in Canada can 
be bright. 


Franco: La Storia di un Emigrante — 28 minutes, 
color. 

Franco, an Italian immigrant employed as a 
laborer, is doubtful about the advantages of liv- 
ing in Canada. He becomes nostalgic for the old 
country and makes arrangements to return with 
his wife and family. An encounter with an old 
friend helps him to open his eyes to the reality 
and temporality of his feelings of isolation. 


Here We Go Round — 30 minutes, color. 

Deals with some of the most prominent hard- 
ships for recent immigrants to Canada — suchas 
language problems, culture shock and inability 
to find work in keeping with their own profes- 
sions. 


Home Free — 20 minutes, color. 

An English-speaking Canadian family moves 
from a small Ontario city to a predominantly 
Chinese neighborhood in Toronto. The 10-year- 
old daughter explores a neighborhood where 
shopkeepers speak mainly Chinese, and un- 
familiar sights, sounds and smells abound. She 
attends a predominantly Chinese school. She is 
invited to a friend’s birthday party and ex- 
periences Chinese food — and chopsticks — for 
perhaps the first time. But in the end a cultural 
gap is bridged when the aged Chinese grand- 
mother understands what a children’s game is all 
about and helps the young girl win. 


l am a Gypsy — 25 minutes, color. 

A story of two exceptional young Gypsies, Jim 
and Steve, who have been in Canada for 12 
years. Their approach to life is a radical depar- 
ture from that of fellow Canadians, their atti- 
tudes the product of a culture which has been 
different for the 2,000 years Gypsies have been 
in the west. Historical accounts show how Gypsy 
traditions have become adapted to North 
American life in 1976. 


Indians in the Americas — 15 minutes, color 
Examines many of the contributions of the In- 
dian to American heritage and to the world. It 
shows what are believed to be the first Ameri- 
cans migrating to these continents from Asia 
more than 20,000 years ago. The first arrivals 
were probably hunters; but as centuries passed, 
the Indians developed agriculture and advanced 
civilizations such as those of the Mayas and 
Incas. They settled as far south as the tip of 
South America and remained as far north as 
Alaska. 


In Search of a Past — 53 minutes, color. 

Of growing importance to Black Americans in 
their search for an identity, a knowledge of the 
land of their racial origin. CBS News selected 
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three young Black students to visit Africa to gain 
insight into their cultural heritage. Many cultural 
similarities, as well as some disturbing cultural 
differences, were found to exist. High school, 
adult. 


| Remember Too — 20 minutes, color. 

Artwork by Chilean children recalling their ex- 
periences as political refugees: the treatment 
they and their parents received in Chile, the un- 
certainty of what would happen to them, and 
their arrival in their new country. An interesting 
treatment of culture shock as experienced by 
children, who were totally uncoached as to what 
to say or do. 


Italians in Transition — 26 minutes, color. 
English and Italian versions, shows some of the 
differences between Italian and North American 
schools, as well as some Italian perceptions of 
the Canadian social phenomenon. 


| Wear my People’s Clothes — 18 minutes, color. 
This is a shorter version of the film Our Cultural 
Fabric. The game show sequence is removed 
from this film. 


Jamaican Art — 25 minutes, color 

This is a film about today’s Jamaican artists. Col- 
Onization destroys the African culture and for 
three hundred years (before independence) art 
portrayed what the colonists thought was 
“proper” art. Today’s artists, who have studied 
abroad wisely apply their training to portray how 
the Jamaican sees his country and people. The 
Jamaican art movement, which began in the 
early 1930s, symbolizes this awaking nation. 


Jobs: How the Brother Feels — 13 minutes, 
color. 

Using the form of an encounter group, explores 
how years of discrimination have left many 
minority members with a feeling that the 
“system” is always against them. Minority 
members tell why they experience fear, aliena- 
tion, skepticism, powerlessness and other 
emotions in their relationship with the white 
community. 


Journey Without Arrival — 60 minutes, color. 
The “problem of identity” is one of several Cana- 
dian enigmas studied by Northrop Frye in this 
unique analysis of the country’s psyche. 
‘Canada today,” he says, ‘is the product of the 
17th century explorer (along with his con- 
temporaries, the trader and the missionary), and 
the 19th century empire builder — tempered by 
the cold, the vast seemingly borderless spaces, 
and the mystique of the land.” But whatever that 
product is, Frye sees it as incomplete. 
Throughout history and until today, Canadians 
have been on some kind of endless journey in 
search of a real self-identity, which they have yet 
to find. 


A Letter to Vietnam — 1 hour, color. 

A young Vietnamese boy, recently arrived in 
Canada, recounts his experiences ina letter to 
his mother in Saigon. Scenes from his new en- 
vironment are interspersed with flashbacks to 
Saigon, and to the refugee boat on which he 
escaped. Affecting sequences showing refugee 
camp conditions contrast with Toronto’s Santa 
Claus Parade, a children’s Christmas party, a 
well-equipped Canadian school. The film 
presents a note of hope and promise as the boy 
and his friends find a new life in Canada. 


Like the Trees — 14 minutes, color. 

Rose is a Metis from northern Alberta, a woman 
who has lifted herself out of an anguished ex- 
istence in the city by rediscovering her roots 
among the woodland Cree. ‘‘I’ve left everything 
... ’m just being myself ... Like the trees, we 
belong here.” A film of interest to non-Indians as 
well. Distributed by NFB in Canada only. 


Maria — 60 minutes, black and white. 

A CBC dramatization of an attempt by a group 
of immigrant women to organize a unionina 
garment industry “sweat-shop.”” The women en- 
counter resistance from the owners, in some 
cases from their families or boyfriends, and from 
within their own ranks as well. Different ethnic 
groups in the factory are reluctant at first to 
trust each other and organize together. The film 
also touches on cultural conflict within the 
home, when parental expectations are vastly dif- 
ferent from the contemporary Canadian reality. 
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Minority Youth: Adam — 10 minutes, color. 
Adam is an American Indian who speaks can- 
didly about his cultural heritage and his place in 
today’s society. Adam values the traditions of 
his people, and learns much about his heritage 
by spending his summers at a reservation. But in 
the final analysis, Adam is an American with the 
wants, abilities and interests of his Anglo peers. 
Elementary high school, adult. 


Minority Youth: Akira — 20 minutes, color. 

A Japanese youth is living tn two cultures; that 
of his parents at home and that of his peers in 
school, enjoying good relationships with both. 


Neither Here nor There — 30 minutes, color. 
Focuses on the primitive but orderly conditions 
in camp life at Bidong (Malaysia) where 35,000 
refugees await permanent placement in various 
countries. Provides a good look at the camp 
problems and how the refugees go about solving 
them. Shows their industriousness, their 
resourcefulness, their adaptability, and their in- 
fectious optimism. The significance of the title is 
that these refugees belong nowhere at this stage 
in their lives. 


Nickolina — 28 minutes, color. 

The years of adolescence are a difficult time of 
exploring and finding out about oneself, of 
discovering how one relates to the people and 
the world around. For many children of ethnic 
parents, their problems are compounded by an 
initial sense of being different. Their parents’ ac- 
cents, customs, and even their unusual names 
are often a source of acute embarrassment. 
Many react by completely rejecting their 
background. This film about Nickolina, a 12- 
year-old girl of Greek origin, emphasizes the 
positive aspects of multiculturalism. 


Our Cultural Fabric — 27 minutes, color. 
Through interviews and a game show, this film 
examines how distinctive modes of dress have 
been viewed in Canada, both historically and 
currently. The film looks both at prejudice 
engendered by “different” clothes and at the im- 
pact of ethnicity on fashion. 


Our Street was Paved with Gold — 28 minutes, 
color. 

A look at Montreal’s St. Lawrence Boulevard — 
the Main — the road from the docks to the heart 
of immigrant Canada. This is a little Europe, a 
street of many languages, many Old World food- 
stuffs, a hundred small courtesies that make the 
stranger feel at home. For all who are Canadian, 
born or made, this film has many nostalgic links 
with common Canadian experience. 


Our Totem is the Raven — 21 minutes, color. 

A teenage Indian boy accompanies his grand- 
father (Chief Dan George) on a Pilgrim-like visit 
to the tribe’s lands on the West Coast. As they 
penetrate deeper into what remains of the wil- 
derness, the old man’s true purpose emerges: to 
take his grandson through the ancient boy-into- 
man rights of passage. The lad’s first reaction is 
anger, then despairing resignation and, finally, 
pride in himself and his cultural heritage. 
Elementary, high school, adult. 


Our Town is the World — 11 minutes, black and 
white. 

Prejudice is the theme of this film. It is a story of 
friction between two groups in a Canadian town. 
Reproduces in miniature the problems of ill will 
and national rivalry that face the United Nations 
and illustrates the necessity for tolerance be- 
tween individuals and countries. 


People of the Book — 28 minutes, color. 

The book is the Torah, and in the film the people 
are the Jews of Canada, many of whom live in 
the smaller centres of population across the 
land. Filmed in Sudbury, Sault Ste. Marie and 
North Bay, the “People of the Book” provide in- 
sight into the synagogue, and also show the ef- 
forts of the Jewish communities to perpetuate 
their culture and tradition. 


Perception — Structure and Flow — 14.35 
minutes, color. 

An engaging, involving examination of what 
Causes one person to see things one way, and 
another in a totally different way. 
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Pinnocchio for all People — 29 minutes, color 
This presentation of the old Pinocchio story is 
dedicated to Canadian immigrants and their 
children. The story of Pinocchio originated in 
Italy almost 100 years ago, and because of its 
universal appeal, has spread to many lands. 
There is a little bit of Pinnocchio in all of us. In 
the film we see the work of craftspeople, ar- 
tisans and performers, who have been inspired 
by the boy-puppet. The City of Toronto gave 
over a whole week to Pinocchio, and many im- 
migrants, young and old, from Italy and 
elsewhere, enthusiastically took part in the 
celebration. 


Plenty Room in Pakistan — 18 minutes, color 
Brings out a number of questions on the effects 
of varying degrees of prejudice on an immigrant 
family. A family from Pakistan lives in a semi- 
detached house next to their Italian landlord. 
The landlord, although he “has nothing against 
them personally,” is trying to evict the family. 
The film explores the subtle and not so subtle 
pressures faced by a Pakistan family in Canada. 
A Wintario Project. 


Prejudice: Bill Cosby — 25 minutes, color. 

A long satirical monologue in which Bill Cosby 
plays a bigot, as a man with “nothing against 
anybody” except... 


Prejudices: Causes, Consequences, and Cures — 
24 minutes, color. 

Examines some of the stereotypes which North 
Americans have about minority groups. 


Ruberg — 28 minutes, color. 

An Estonian artist talks about his love of the 
Canadian landscape and his respect for the 
Native Peoples and their attitudes toward 
nature. The artist is portrayed at work in rural 
areas of Quebec and Ontario. His interest in 
working with blind and deaf children, as well as 
his work with Estonian youth cultural organi- 
zations, reveal the very human qualities of the 
artist. 
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The Sikhs — 22 minutes, color. 

This film deals with the typical attitude and 
response of Sikhs toward situations in their 
history as well as present day living. 


Spence Bay — 12 minutes, color. 

The film takes us to an Eskimo settlement along 
with a group of Mississauga high school 
students. Together we experience the contact 
with a different culture as we visit a local school, 
share moments with Eskimo artists and parti- 
cipate in community activities. Along with the 
theme of cultural sharing, the film also 
underlines the problem of gradual loss of tradi- 
tional heritage as Eskimo youth become more 
modernized. 


Starting from Nina: The Politics of Learning — 
30 minutes, color. 

Documents some experiences of consciousness- 
raising among working people in Ontario. The 
people represented are immigrant workers, 
school children in a working class neighborhood, 
and clerical workers in an office. The film ex- 
plores how critical consciousness develops when 
the content of learning is the fabric of daily life. 
The need to learn English is great. “Kids don’t 
learn to read and write. They read and write in 
order to learn.” For educators, community 
workers, union organizers and students, the film 
is a valuable tool for assessing their work and 
opening up discussion on the content and values 
of education. 


Steel Blues — 34 minutes, color. 

Pablo, a Chilean emigrant, ex-professor, seeks 
work in a Montreal steel mill. Cut off from fam- 
ily, country and profession, he is baffled by a 
language he doesn’t speak and a job he doesn’t 
know. The film shows his efforts to adjust toa 
new and bewildering world. 


A Storm of Strangers — 26 minutes, color. 
Narration provided by Herschel Bernardi, relates 
the story of immigration to New York’s historic 
lower east side at the turn of the century, using 
live action and still photographs of that period. 
One man’s story speaks for the many who 
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worked hard and did without so they could pro- 
vide their children with a better life. Today new 
immigrants occupy the same neighborhood con- 
trasting conditions that have not changed. 


This is a Photograph — 10:05 minutes, color. 
Snapshot impressions of a European immigrant’s 
first five years in Canada. 


Ti Kanis — 21 minutes, color. 

Focuses on the Greeks in Toronto and some of 
the basic problems which occur when people 
pull up roots and move to another country 
whose culture and social structure are signifi- 
cantly different. 


The Treasure — 13 minutes, color. 

In this study of cultural values in conflict, two 
teenage Indian brothers, impatient with their 
father’s insistence on traditional ways, barter In- 
dian artifacts to purchase a machine-made 
canoe. Only when their father is arrested spear- 
heading a defence of tribal fishing rights do the 
boys begin to consider the value of their 
heritage. Elementary, high school, adult. 


220 Blues — 20 minutes, color. 

A black high school track star who has many 
white friends is pressured by Black students to 
associate more with Black students. The film 
comes to a climax when the youth is faced with 
the decision to reject a track medal as a sign of 
protest and of Black solidarity. Secondary, 
Adult. 


Under the Rainbow — 10 minutes, color. 

This animated film begins with a confrontation 
between a man who grows flowers and a 
technologist who operates computers. A flower 
pops up in the computer room; a computer tape 
appears in the garden. Each man destroys the 
‘foreign object.’” When they come face to face 
they discover that understanding is better than 
distrust, respect better than hostility.

Another Generation — 2” videotape, 30 
minutes, color. 

How do the children of New Canadians feel 
about their cultural heritage in relation to 
Canada? At the University of Toronto, Adrienne 
Clarkson discusses this question with four 
students. Artist Nabuo Koboto and geneticist 
David Suzuki also talk about this issue at the 
Japanese Cultural Centre.

Chief Dan George Keynote Address — 2” and 
¥,’’ videotape, 35 minutes, black and white. 

The Chief addresses a group of teachers prepar- 
ing to go to teach Indian and Eskimo children. 
He speaks of the necessity to respect existing 
values of the people they will live and work with, 
cautions about imposing the white man’s values. 
This tape could be useful to people who teach in 
a school setting, community work, night school, 
recreation programs, etc., but it would be most 
valuable for those who teach people with an 
ethnic background. 
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China Today — 2” videotape, 28 minutes, color 
Eleanor Vellinga, Sports and Fitness Branch, 
visited China in the Spring of 1974. Through an 
interview, artifacts and slides taken during the 
trip, she describes how she saw China. An in- 
teresting commentary on life styles, education, 
agriculture, industry culture, and the political 
impact on the Chinese way of life. 

Note: This is a color tape and may be viewed on 
color video equipment or on black and white. 


Come With Us (Venha Connosco) — slide and 
tape show, 15 minutes. 

Fifth and sixth grade students of Shirley St. 
Public School take the viewer on a tour of their 
neighborhood, and give their impressions regar- 
ding issues such as housing, employment, etc. 


Cope: Coping with a Second Language — %” 
videotape, 30 minutes, color 

A panel discussion and phone-in talk show which 
deals with the personal experiences of some im- 
migrants in their efforts to learn English as a 
second language. Talks about their difficulties 
— what helped and didn’t help them. Panel in- 
cludes Agota Gabor (sister of Eva) and Miriam de 
Giuseppe (Toronto Board of Education.) 


Culture Shock — 2” videotape, 30 minutes, 
color. 

Individuals and families of ethnic backgrounds 
discuss the difficulties they face in adapting to a 
new life-style in Canada. 


Cultures in Contact — 35mm slides, 15 minutes, 
color (1 tray with audible or inaudible beep 
cassette tapes and script) 

Experience ‘79 students, who produced this 
show, interviewed people asking ‘‘what does 
multiculturalism mean to you?” The photo- 
graphs show people from various cultures in 
contact with each other. Children were shown 
certain of the photographs and asked for their 
reactions, many of which proved quite in- 
sightful. Glimpses of the multicultural com- 
munities of Ontario, as well as comments, open 
issues for discussion. 
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How to Read a Foreigner, Part | — %4”’ 
videotape, 40 minutes, color. 

This is a videotape of a training session for CIDA 
employees going overseas. Part | is a general in- 
troduction to the problems of cross cultural 
communication. The question of values, logic, 
rationalization, and other concepts are dealt 
with and shown to be arbitrary machinations 
which often become completely meaningless 
(or, worse, take on a completely different mean- 
ing) when transposed to another culture. In Part 
|, Jim Bostain concentrates on the use (and 
misuse) of verbal language (tone, pitch, inflec- 
tion, contextual) in the communication process. 
Although this is a visually static tape, Mr. Bos- 
tain’s light-handed and iconoclastic style makes 
the tape entertaining as well as informative. 
Previewing is recommended before use with 
religious groups or school-age groups. Part | can 
be used without Part II. 

How to Read a Foreigner, Part Il — %” 
videotape, 30 minutes, color. 

As above, except the emphasis is on non-verbal 
(dress, appearance, gestures, eye contact, 
culturally-defined uses of time and space, etc.) 
and para-language (grunts, sighs, clicks, whist- 
ling, etc.) communication. Part Il can be used 
without Part I. 


Latin Americans in Toronto: By Choice or By 
Chance? — %” videotape, 24 minutes, black and 
white 

Why have Latin Americans come to Canada, and 
what happens to them when they arrive? Three 
families, from Guatemala, Ecuador, and San 
Salvador, describe what it is like to be an im- 
migrant. They tell of the trauma of leaving their 
own country, the problems of finding work and 
adapting in a strange environment. The Latin 
American community in Toronto is explored, 
with its churches, community centres, and 
places where the newcomers can find familiar 
food, stores and language. 
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The National Symposium on Multiculturalism 
and the Black Presence in the Canadian Mosaic 
— ¥%"’ videotape, 57 minutes, color. 

A summary of the presentations made at the 
symposium in Windsor, May 19-21, 1977. The in- 
tent of the videotape is to try to capture the 
flavor of the meeting and the nature of the 
points made by the resource people, as well as 
to stimulate others to go into some of the issues 
raised in more detail. 


Neither Here nor There — *%” videotape and 
16mm film, 30 minutes, color 

Focuses on the primitive but orderly conditions 
in camp life at Bidong (Malaysia) where 35,000 
refugees await permanent placement in various 
countries. Provides a good look at the camp 
problems and how the refugees go about solving 
them. Shows their industriousness, their 
resourcefulness, their adaptability, and their in- 
fectious optimism. The significance of the title is 
that these refugees belong nowhere at this stage 
in their lives. 


Nisei-Sansei — 2” videotape, 60 minutes, color. 
At the Japanese Cultural Centre, scientist David 
Suzuki addresses an audience composed of 
Nisei(2nd generation Japanese in Canada), 
Sansei (3rd generation Japanese) and Hagujin 
(non-) apanese) on the problem of being a 
member of a minority group in Canada. Some of 
the audience express their feelings on the sub- 
ject in an emotional question and answer period 
following Suzuki's talk. 


Operation Thank You Canada — L.P. Album 
(stereo) 

The Dutch-Canadian Committee 1945-1970, 
under the Patronage of Her Majesty Queen 
Juliana and His Royal Highness Prince Bernhard 
of the Netherlands, presents highlights of the Na- 
tional Commemoration and Festivities in 
Ottawa, Ontario, on the occasion of the 25th an- 
niversary of Holland’s liberation. Choir music 
and narration from the program. 
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Outcasts of the China Seas — %” videotape, 48 
minutes, color. 

Filmed at the U.N. refugee camp called Bidong, 
on an island off Malaysia, the tape reviews the 
refugees’ reasons for leaving Vietnam, and their 
hopes for the future. It looks at conditions in the 
camp and the process of selection for refugee 
status to other countries. Presents life ex- 
periences as the refugees describe hazards of 
their journey on the South China Sea. Shows the 
refugees’ daily existence under camp conditions. 


Overseas Students — 2” videotape, 30 minutes, 
black and white. 

Four students discuss the culture shock, the 
rewards and the reasoning behind their studies in 
Canadian universities. 


Race is a Four Letter Word — 4” videotape, 60 
minutes, color. 

Produced by Ontario Educational Communica- 
tions Authority and the Ontario Teacher’s 
Federation. June Caldwell mediates a panel of 
educators and others who are concerned about 
racism. The panel consists of James J. Care, 
Marlene Green, Michael Roberts, Dean Wood, 
Dr. Bhausaheb Ubale (Ontario Human Rights 
Commission), Walter Pitman (Chairman — Task 
Force on Human Relations), Dr. Frances Henry 
and Dr. Jack Kehoe. Interspersed with the 
panel’s comments are statements from students 
and parents. They also express opinions and talk 
about racism and experience, including the ex- 
perience of a victim of an attack. 


Recollection of Italian Immigrants to Sudbury — 
(Cassette tape) 

Italian immigrants, speaking in their native 
language, recall children’s games, nursery 
rhymes, tales and superstitions from Italy. Spon- 
sored by the Dante Alghieri Society. In Italian. 
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Vietnamese Language and Culture — 35mm 
slides (52) cassette tape and script. 

Helpful background for educators. Identifies the 
basic elements of cultural and linguistic dif- 
ferences. Shows certain gestures to avoid as well 
as certain expressions such as ‘Do you under- 
stand?” Produced in the United States. The 
slides may be advanced by an audible pulse on 
the tape or by following the script. 


Vietnam: My People are Dying — *%” videotape, 
60 minutes, color. 

Reviews refugee experience in various settings 
(Hong Kong Transit Camps, Indonesia, Anambas 
Islands, Camp Bidong, Bintan Island, Galang 
Island, Bangkok) and interviews officials 
(including Canadian) about the plight of the 
refugees. Makes the point that the ‘Boat 
People” are part of a larger problem — there are 
Laotian, Cambodian and mainland Chinese 
refugees who are repatriated by force because 
they are unwanted in their country of refuge. 
Gives a detailed account of the human suffering 
borne by the refugees in their various ordeals. 
Only to be shown with Ministry staff present. 


The World of Caravan — %” videotape, 60 
minutes, color 

This program marked the 10th anniversary of 
Toronto’s “Caravan,” the multicultural celebra- 
tion that has doubled in size since its beginning. 
Host Alex Trebeck describes Caravan and its 
background, then introduces a montage of per- 
formances, given by the winners of Caravan’s an- 
nual awards. Featured artists include the Kalyna 
Ukrainian Dancers, native Indian dancer Dennis 
Highway, Scottish country dancers, the Kalev 
Estienne gymnasts, and Quebec's singing 
Fantaisistes. 

Ying Hope’s Visit to Hong Kong — %4” 
videotape, 10 minutes, color. 

Photographed and narrated personally, Hope 
tracks the arrival of South-East Asian refugees in 
Hong Kong to their subsequent placement in 
Kai-Tak transit camp where they await a flight to 
Canada and finally to their destination in Van- 
couver. A look at some of the emotional trauma 
involved. 
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Cassette sound filmstrips 

Times vary from 10 to 20 minutes. Content deals 
with Indian and Eskimo cultures. Junior high, 
secondary, adult.

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HOW TO ORDER 
AUDIO-VISUAL 
MATERIAL 


The Ministry of Culture and Recreation 
Resource Centre has a collection of audio-visual 
material for loan without charge to groups in 
Ontario. 


Items may be borrowed through the Resource 
Centre or the Field Offices listed in this booklet. 


The following rules must be adhered to because 
of the large number of requests and the dif- 
ficulty in scheduling the movement of the 
materials throughout Ontario. (Materials are not 
sent outside Ontario). 


1. Materials must be returned within 24 hours 
of use. 


2. Metro Toronto area — 48 hours notice re- 
quired for any audio-visual loan to be pro- 
cessed. 


3. Outside Metro Toronto area — 7 days notice 
required for any audio-visual loan to be pro- 
cessed. 


4. Metro Toronto area — Materials must be 
picked up and returned to the Resource 
Centre. Arrangements for a delivery service 
are the responsibility of the borrower. 


5. Field Office locations — Materials must be 
picked up and returned to the Field Office. 
Borrowers who are not resident in the field 
office location, but would like to use the 
free service provided at these locations, 
should make their wishes known to the field 
office staff at the time of booking. 


6. All other locations — Material is sent 
prepaid by bus parcel express. The borrower 
accepts the return cost by bus parcel ex- 
press. Do not use postal service. 
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7. Educational institutions will be expected to 
assign one contact person for the ordering, 
receipt of, and return of, all materials. 


8. If the material is damaged by misuse the 
borrower could be liable for replacement. If 
the visual aids are abused, or the borrower is 
negligent in returning materials as sched- 
uled, service to that particular borrower will 
be discontinued. 


9. Resource materials are for education only, 
not for entertainment or private use. They 
may not be copied. Admission may not be 
charged for showings, nor may the borrower 
lend material to another person or group. 


10. Securing the proper viewing equipment is 
the responsibility of the borrower. It should 
be compatible — video equipment for video 
tapes; slide projectors for slide presenta- 
tions (all slide presentations are in Kodak 
Carousel trays); 16mm projectors for 16mm 
films, etc. Only experienced operators 
should handle equipment and the equip- 
ment should be clean and in good working 
order.
